which produced a pseudo-Marxist 
posture as a stand-in for her his­ 
toric imperialism 
Russia as an entity which has 
converted c o m m u n i s m into a 
weapon. 
As the Yugoslav Djilas has so 
pointedly explained, communism 


is merely another name for the 
totalitarin government to which 
Russia has been a c c u s t o m e d

Dostoyevsky said 
‘ A g r e a t 
writer of the last epoch, compar­ 


ing Russia to a swift troika gal­ 
loping to an unknown goal, ex­ 
claims Oh. troika, birdlike, troika, 


who invented thee'" and adds in 
proud ecstasy, thai all the peoples 
of the world stand aside respect­ 
fully to make way for the reck­ 
lessly galloping troika to pass. Our 
fata’ troika dashes along on her 
headlong flight perhaps to de­ 
struction and in all Russia for 
long past men have stretched out 
imploring hands and called a halt 
to its furious reckless force And 
if other nations stand aside from 
that troika that may not be from 
respect but simply from horror 
From horror, perhaps from dis 
gust And well it is that they stand 
a*ide. but maybe the. will cease 
one day to do so and will form a 
firm wall confronting the hurrying 
apparition and will check the 
frenzied rush of our lawlessness, 
for the sake of their own safety, 
enlightenment and civilization. Al­ 
ready we have heard voices of 
alarm from Europe, they already 
begin to sound." 
That, from a Russian writer. 77 
years ago. Remember the French­ 
man, who said the more things 
cnange. etc.

An increase granted in nearby 
Pennsylvania to farmers by the 
Pennsylvania Milk Control Com­ 
mission may possibly force local 
dairies to boost their prices 


The commission has ordered 
that home delivered milk in the 
Pittsburgh and nearby Pennsyl­ 
vania area is to go up one cent 
a quart to 26 cents on September 
I 


It will go to 25 cents in stores, 
but th® price will be one cent less 
for 
milk 
bought 
in 
half-gallon 
containers. 


A spokesman for a major dairy 
bere pointed out that the Penn­ 
sylvania commission allows the 
cost of milk to go up one cent a 
quart in the fall. and then rules 
it must be decreased one cent a 
quart in the spring 
Here, 
however, 
the 
dairies 
keep the 
same 
price all year 
round.

in affording protection hereafter 
to American citizens 
traveling 
abroad 
The armed forces of the

held the right of the President 
and Secretary of State to speak 
for the American government in 
matters of foreign policy.

“ Editor A Publisher." the lead­ 
ing trade paper of the newspaper

“ There may be some good rea­ 
son to suppose that the rash ac­ 
tion of the American youths going 
defiantly from Moscow into Red 
China will throw a big monkey 
wrench into the machinery that

precedents

over a long period of American 
history, however, are clear that 
American citizens must avoid all 
dealings 
with 
foreign

ments which are enemies of the 
United States. 
The question now 
is whether the violators of that 
policy should be allowed to go 
unpunished. For there is at stake 


the maintenance of the whole 
structure of American influence 
and power to protect its citizens 
abroad.

It s that Eisenhower Doctrine, tne new left­ 
wing regime in Syria insists, that s causing all 
the trouble in the Middle East. “ Syria has been 
the target of destructive activities.

Minister Salah Ritar charged, aimed at making 
her accept the Eisenhower Doctrine 


On the other hand. President Eisenhower 
In his first formal report on his Doctrine had 
Informed Congress on August 5 that the policy 
had helped achieve progress toward 
stability in 
the Middle East ” He said the program "served 
as an unmistakable warning to international 
Communism against all forms of aggression 
Of the $200 million Congress had provided for 
the first six months of the program, the Presi­ 
dent reported, aid agreements had been reached 
with Middle East nations for $174 million 
The Eisenhower Doctrine states that the 
United States is prepared in the President s dis­ 
cretion “ to use armed forces to assisi any such 
ration or group of nations against armed aggres­ 
sion from any country controlled by internation­ 
al Communism ” The Doctrine carries no guar­ 
antee against Communist infiltration. 
Ihus it 
would not appear to be immediately relevant 
In the Communist grab for power in Syria unless 
the new regime should turn on Israel or Jordan. 
Secretary of State Dulles recognized the 
ppecific lack of a guarantee against infiltration 
In testimony before the House foreign Affairs 
Committee last January‘ 7. 
He said that the 
administration ‘ would accept 
in the Middle 
Fast “ national" communist governments such as 
that of Yugoslavia 
Hut this would he the 
Sa<t 
thing that s going to happen"- for the people of 
the Middle East Dulles said hate (ommunhm.

Bnnirh'i worth ta not lhal hr made a fortune 


but that be Is a eon*truetlve cit I tea; that br is 


generous tn his brnrfartions to charities; that he 


Has helped a number of sounder persons get

I do not even get excited over the fact that 
Presidents have sought his advice 
Pre.-tdents should 
leek the advice of wise and experienced men. hut 
tome of the advisers whom the current and prior 
Presidents chose were neither wise nor experienced. 
What is notable about Baruch as it is about Her­ 
bert Hoover, is that when he has been asked to serve, 
he has never refused to give time and effort, no mat­ 
ter what his age or the momentary state of his health. 
There has been no old man s complaint about aching 
bones and tired muscles 
Those who thank God for being alive have no 
lime to complain. They know what to expect and are 
grateful that it is so long delayed. Baruch who is a 
Jew. is a profoundly religious man 
His mother came 
af an old Sephardic family that had set!led first in 
New York and then in South Carolina in the Colonial 
days, arriving in the United States before 1700 
His 
father, Simon 
was born in Posen, Germany, now^ 
Poznan. Poland. Simon Baruch came to the United 
States in 1855. He studied medicine at the South Caro­ 
lina Medical College and at the Medical College of 
Virginia. He became a surgeon, serving in the War 
Between the States on the Confederate side. 


Baruch has been unusually devoted to the 


memory of his father and has spent much of his 


accumulation to perpetuate his father's name, par­ 


ticularly in the field of physiotherapy in which fir. 


Simon Barurh was a pioneer. 


To me. it is most interesting that this man who 
has known all the great men of his generation, who 
has been the friend of such men as Woodrow Wilson, 
Jan Smuts, Herbert Hoover. Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill, finds greenest his memory of his 
father. That is old tradition, sacred among the people 
from which Baruch came. 
It might be said that all this could have been 
written without reading “ Baruch—My Own Story," and 
yell it could, for what hoots it that a man made 
noney in business or achieved great position in 
politics"7 What does matter is what is the character of 
this man. Bernard Baruch is of a prophetic race who 
has served the country of his birth valiantly and 
devotedly as he has served the God of his fathers in 
their own tradition. 
Perhaps nothing characterizes this more than the 
tale Baruch tells of the day he told his faiher that he 
*as worth a million dollars. Baruch says:

Baruch seems in these lines to be proud of his father's 
attitude as well he may be. For the kingdom of God 
Is to the good and charitable.

Political Reality And The Civil Rights Struggle 


W a s h in g t o n 


Behind the shitting, complex, 
often fascinating drama of the 
struggle over civil rights, there 
is one simple political reality— 
the Negro vote in the key indus­ 
trial states in the North 
That is, 
of course, in hard politic a1 terms, 
what the fight has been all about. 


To understand just how crucial 
the Negro vote is consider three 
such key states—New York. Penn­ 
sylvania. and niinois. 
It is al­ 
most inconceivable that any Pres­ 
idential candidate could lose those 
t^ree states and win an election. 
And in all three states the Negro 
vote can be absolutely decisive. 
According to the estimate of 
Louis Harris, a reliable political 
statistician - analyst, 
the 
Negro 
vote in these three states ranges 
from about 6 per cent of the total 
in Pennsylvania, to about 7.5 per 
cent in Illinois, with New York in 
the middle with about 6 5 per 
cent. 
Translated 
into 
actual 
actual votes for I960, the next 
Presidential year this works out 
to about 450,000 Negro votes in 
New York. 350 OOO in Illinois, and 
385HOO in Pennsylvania 
Now confider what has been 
happening to this Negro vote In 
1**48 Harry S Truman got at least 
HO per cent of the Negro vote, 
according to reliable estimates, 
and probably more 
The proposi­ 
tion could reasonably be defended 
that Truman owed his amazing 
triumph in that year to Sea. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey of Minnesota, w ho 
forced a strong civil rights plank 
on the Democratic convention, 
and thus presented Truman with 
an almost solid Negro vote 
In 1952. Adlai Stevenson held 
the bulk of the Negro vote, poll­ 
ing better than three out of four 
votes among Negroes 
But by 
1956, partly in response to the 
Supreme Court decisions 
there 
was a sharp drop-off in the Demo­ 
cratic pluralities.

ic Negro vote fell off to about 
sixty-three per cent 
The Repub­ 
licans thus took well over a third 
of what had been an almost mon­ 
olithic Democratic vote 
Now suppose that, as a result 
of the Administrations decision 
to pre>s for a serious civil rights 
hill, the Republicans succeed in 
attracting half, or even somewhat 
less than half, of the Negro vote 
in the key Northern states, For

WASHINGTON. Aug. 22 *v-Sen. 
Butler i R-Md> said today he has 
asked a Senate committee for an 
immediate favorable report on a 
bib to authorize the federal gov­ 
ernment to appropriate funds to 
purchase the entire Antietam Bat­ 
tlefield site near Hagerstown, 
Md. 
The bill, introduced by Butler 
and Sen. Beall <R-Md> in Febru­ 
ary. is in the Senate Committee 
on Interior and Insular Affairs. 
Yhe Bureau of the Budget has 
intormed the committee it has no 
objection to enactment of the bill, 
and the Department of the Interior 
has recommended its enactment. 
The bill would amend an act of 
1940 which authorized the secre­ 
tary of the interior to acquir« 
property for the Antietam Battle­ 
field site with donated funds. The 
amendment would delete the pro­ 
vision that purchases must he 
made with donated money. 
In recommending passage of the 
hill, Assistant Secretary of the In­ 
terior Roger Ernst wrote the com­ 
mittee that the bill would author­ 
ize the Interior Department to 
purchase the land needed to ef­ 
fectuate plans and programs for 
the 
battleifled 
site. 
including 
roads, and to insure appropriate 
observance in 1962 of the 100th 
anniversary of the Battle cf An­ 
tietam. 
According to Ernst, the present 
battlefield site comprises only 183 
acres of land consisting mostly of 
narrow strips along the old bat­ 
tle lines. It does not cover nearly 
the area involved in the Battle of 
Antietam and "maximum histori­ 
cal interpretation (of the battle) 
is thereby lost." Ernst said 
"The acquisition of the remain­ 
ing battle area has been restricted 
severely by the act of 1940 which 
provides that only donated funds 
may be used Since 1933 only a 
few small parcels of land have 
been acquired by gift." the as­ 
sistant secretary said. 
Ernst said practically all of th* 
land required for the site is now 
in agicuitural use as it was at (ha 
time of the battle. "It is this his­ 
torical setting which is sought to 
be preserved.” he said. 
However, economic pressures 
are increasing to divert it to other 
'suburban 
development 
"To 
avert the threatened destruction 
of the historic scene, it is essen­ 
tial that authority to purchase th* 
required land be given as soon 
as possible." Ernst said. 
Butler said he hopes to get th* 
till through before Congress ad­ 
journs this session. He said Rep. 
Hyde (R-Md*, who represents the 
district in which the battlefield is 
located, will sponsor the hill in 
the House 
The battlefield is located in 
W ashington County at Sharpsburg. 
It is on Maryland 34 about half­ 
way between Boonsboro and the 
Potomac River.

Aug 
22 if*'—Politicians were more plen- 
tiiul than watermelon seeds here 
today as the sixth annual water­ 
melon party of former State Sen 
Frank M. Duvall kicked off the 
fall season on politics. 
Comptroller J. Millard Tawes, 
principal speaker, said the water­ 
melon tag is a misnomer 
He 
theorized that Duvall, who holds 
the party each year near his 
birth date, would be disappointed 
if his guests didn’t talk politics 
more than eat watermelon. 
Tawes, who has filed as a 
Democratic gubernatorial candi­ 
date in next May s primary elec­ 
tion, said he feels victory in the 
air. 
The comptroller spoke to a 
crowd of about 500 persons— 
nearly all of them Democrats— 
from every county in the state, 
at the "Felicity Plains" home of 
Duvall, also a Democrat. 
Tawes promised that he would 
be mindful of the general election 
throughout his campaigning for 
the primary. He said: 
"I have learned Democrats are 
crying for unity and harmony and 
a Democratic leadership to get 
them back on the path to vic­ 
tory," 
Dr. H C. Byrd, the only other 
Democrat to announce for the 
nomination to date, was not pres­ 
ent today. It could not he de­ 
termined whether or not he had

Tawes told newsmen he has 
been giving a lot of thought to 
the formation of a possible ticket.
